From the day of Qnyemor .Ptetsted's 


nomination of Hon. W. ... Putt am,o( Port- 
land, to take the place of Jndge Libbey on 
the Supreme Bencb, every report that 
reached ua concurred It representing that 
he had not been xjonsnl Kd, that he wftnld 
not accept the place, thit he jordlali^ fa- 


. vored Judge Libbey's retention, and 


his name was sent before tbe Council with- 
out his consent. On lae day after the 
nomination the Portland Pref$ explicitly 
declared: "The nomination c f Mr. Put- 
••nam waa made withou bis knowledge or 
'•consent and with the^uli knowledge on 
"the part of the Governor .that he would 
"not under any oircunutarices accept the- 
"place." And this was followed by simi- 
lar statements in other papers in, and out. 
of the State, apparently based upon knowl- 
edge. In addition to all these reports 
otbcr information that vo deemed entirely 
reliable reached us conBrming our bElief 
tbat the Governor had made uaauthor zed 
use of his name, and our confidence was 
rendered more implicit ty actual facts and 
circumsUnces tbat to us'seemed absolute- 
ly incompatible with ttc possibility that 
Mr. Putnam bid author ied the- Governor 
to present his name. Our statements on 
the subject were therefore mace positively 
and without a doubt. A [ew«flays ago an 
anonymous Augusca correspondent of the 
(,V,imerrial disputed tbe statements ''.bus 
made in the papers con ;erning the i&e of 
Mr. Putnam's name, _gnd in Wednetday's 
i39iie of that-paper it ecitorially declired 
"upon the ajuthority of Governor Plairted, 
"himself, tbal>he sent Mr: Putnam's name 
"to the Council with h s consent." The 
('••mmtrcial ndded that: "Tbis will be ac- 
•'cepted as conclusive as against anytling

We did not reply to -.he challenge On 


Thursday morning for tbe reason that we 
had written to Mr. Putaam by TuesJay 
morning's mail, and owing as it proves to 
his absence, had not received a reply. We 
enclosed to him our own editorial declara- 
tion ot Monday 13th and tbe Commercial's 
contradicting paragraph of Monday eve- 
ning, and asked if be had any objection to 
informing us whether h 3 name w>as^ as 
alleged, sent to the COULS'I! with his'con- 
sent. As we feel in duty bound to give in 
some form the result of our inquiry, and- 
as Mr. Putnam's courteous . but reticent 
letter bears no indication that he intended 
it, to be confidential, we will give his reply 
in his own words. Alter referring to his 
absence when our letter arrived, he writes 
simply: 


"1 do not think there is at present any 


necessity for my interfeting in acy public 
discussion of Ihe matter of the JuJgeship, 
in any form." 


That reply obviously affords no substan- 


tial basis for contradiction ol the explicit 
statement of the Governor, and while we 
are still loth to believe 3iat Mr. Putnam 
consented to have his name thus nsed 
against Judge Libbey, we have failed" to 
ohtiln tbe evidence that would justify us 
In continuing to publicly maintain the con- 
viction that has been so generally shared 
bv Mr. Putnam's friends in both f^f ties.
